nut that he fought squarely and fairly. 
It is claimed the death of Joubert will 
likely be the adoption by the Boers of 
bolder and more activo tactics as it was 
well known that General Joubert was a 
cautious and conservative commander, 
and he, with considesable difficulty re 
strained bis hotheaded followers. 
Driblets of news bring information 
that Ladysmith was still undergoing 
bombardment on Saturday from six- 
ponnders, while the British naval guns 
wero silent. 
The Boers, it consequent­ 
ly appears, have got more heavy guns 
into position, while either the British 
ammunition has given out or the British 
gunners are reserving their fire in view 
of the poor practice made by the be­ 
siegers. 
The reports that the Boers have pene­ 
trated southward from Colenso to ( hi- 
▼eley, where they are said to have cut 
the railroad, shows, it is claimed, that 
they are adopting proper strategetical 
plan to impede the advance of the Brit­ 
ish relieving force 
Perhaps this may 
turn out to he General Schalkburger’s 
force, which, when last heard from, was 
raiding Zululaml. 
This force, it is as­ 
serted. may be next heard from south 
of Estcourt, which they, in all likeli­ 
hood, will attempt to isolate before fur­ 
ther reinforcements arrive. 
According to the last advices from 
British sources at Esteemrt the Boers 
are suffering from lack of supplies. 
Ladysmith seems to be well supplied 
with provisions and tile entrenchments 
daily are being strengthenod 
The Boers have named Dundee, “Mey- 
•rsdorp” after General Lucas Meyer 
whose forces fought those of General 
Symons there. 
There are signs of a forward move­ 
ment for the relief of Kimberley. There 
is great activity at Deaar, situated on 
the railroad about IS miles Botuh of 
Kimberley, whence the advance appears 
likely to be made. 
There is no urgent 
reason for this unless the food at Kim­ 
berley is getting low, but, it is added, 
the moral effect will he good for the 
British. 
The greatest enthusiasm was shown 
at the departure from Newport of the 
mountain battery of the Royal artillery 
consisting of six guns. 
Thousands of 
people lined the streets and cheered and 
the battery had difficulty in reaching 
the train 
through the crowds 
This 
was the last battery remaining in Eng­ 
land. eight others being in India and 
the Tenth having been captured by the 
Boers at Nicholson Nek. 
Nothing is known at the war office of 
the reported death of General Joubert.
